The convention is being heldin the hall of 
Uhrig’s Cave, at Jefferson and Washington 
avenues, where the Democrats nominated 
the Council ticket that swept the town in the 
last city election. As early as 9 o’clock 
the politicians began assembling - and 
an hour later the sidewalks on both 
streets in front of the building were lined 
with carriages and buggies, and filled with 
men who jostled and shouted at each other, 
and talked over the primaries. Over a dozen 
the buggies belonged to the city, 
and the men-who had brought them 
to the hall, werein- the bar-room and the 
rooms attached to the building lobbying 
while theirsalaries wenton up at the City 
Hall, Judging by the riotous primaries yes- 
terday that the convention would be disor- 
derly, possilbly, Chief Harrigan had a large 
force of policemen in and about the 
ball. The officers had instructions to sup- 
press the least demonstration of turbulence 
in the crowd. Onedrunken man, nota dele- 
gate, beyvan taikingloudly onthe sidewalk 
and swore vehemently at a groupof dele- 
gates who were ta!king of the efforts tore- 
peat yesterday.

Ed Devoy held a erowd shaking with 
laughter as he described some of the scenes 
in-the Twentieth Ward yesterday. ‘‘I sawa 
man, roughly dressed, with a dirty flannel 
shirt and unshorn face come up toone of the 
polling places,’’ said he.

**This primary of yesterday,’’ said Devoy,

Episcopal Convention. 
BALTIMORE, Ma., Oct. 11.—The religious ex- 
ercises opening the six days’ session 
of the triennial Episcopal convention 
were conducted by the Rt. Rev, 
Phillips Brooks, D. D., LL. D., Bishop of 


Massachusetts, and Rev. P. B. Lightner of 
Delaware. In the House of Deputies the 
usual committee reports were received. Rev. 
Dr, Huntington of New York reported favor- 
ably the resolution to set apart western 
Colorado as a missionary jurisdiction. 
Adopted. 

Much discussion was brought about by the 
introduction ofa resolution totransilate the 
prayer- book into the Swedish, Portu- 
guess and other languages. Mr. 
brown of Long Island s2id there 
were only twocoples ofthe prayer book in 
Portuguese in existence and that missionary 
work In brazilis greatly hampered: thereby. 
Dr. Locke of Chicago spoke of the necessity 
for a Swedish version for use in that city and 
the contiguous country. 

The order of the day shut off further dis- 
cussion. In the forty-fourth resolution of 
the proposes prayer-book changes it was 
proposed toshorten Dy the omission of va- 
rious phrases the formand manner of mak- 
ing und ordaining bishops, etc This 
awakened quite a storm of protests. The 
resolation waé lost. 

ihe question was called for as soon as the 
reading of the forty-fifth resolution ceased 
and it was voted on withoutcomment. It 
provides for the insertion of the Nicene breed 
in the ordainingof priests. It was adopted. 

Resolution 46, regarding the consecration 
of bishops and the omission of long phrases 
for shorter ones, was carried by a large vote. 

The forty- -seventh resolution was carried 
without debate. It makesafew changes tn 
the Litany and or erfor the administration 
of the Lord’s Supper. 

No. 48 provided for the printing ofthe 
Gloria Patri at the end of psalm xxiv an. No, 
49for the omission of the words ‘‘perform- 
ance of’* in the prayer at the consecration of 
achurchorchapel. ‘hey werecarried by an 
almost unanimous vote. 

The fiftieth resolution omits the four rubrics 
aiter the gospel in the consecration of 
churches. It was adopted. 

‘lhe next resolution makes a substitution in 
the prayer preceding the benediction in the 
same service. It was carried. 

The fifty-second and last resolution changes 
the numbers of psalms in the psaiter. It 
was adopted. 


LIVE STOCK CONDITIONS, 


State Veterinarian Turner Says Missourt 
Stock Is Healthy. 


Dr. T. J. Turner, State Veterinarian, with 
headquarters at Columbia, Mo.. arrived in 
St. Louis this morning and is at the Laciede. 
Dr. Turner has jrecently succeeded Dr. Paul 
IP, Paquin, who lagt year contracted glanders 
while attending a horse afflicted with 
the disease. Dr. ,. Turner states 
that with the exception of several 


cases of glanders among the horses in certain 
sections of Missouri, the 8tock in the State 
were never freer from disease since Missouri 
was admitted tothe Union. ‘'The stock is 
better off than the peopie,’’ said the doctor,

A SCATHING CRBITICISM DELIVERED 
FROM THE PULPIT. 


The Clergyman Holds That Mayor Noonan 
Is Set'ing a Fad Example for the 
Youth of the Oity—The Pastor of the 
First Christian Church Scores the Lo- 
cal Administration. 


Rev. J. L. Parsons, Pastor of the First 
Christian Church, Locuss street, near Comp- 
ton avenue, took occasion last Sunday morn- 
ing to make a scathing criticism of the 
Mayor and his administration. 

Last Sunday morning’s sermon was the 
bixth ofaseries of sermons on the church. 
Dr. Parsuns took for his theme ‘‘The Church 
and the Truth.’’ He began by speaking of 
the vast work the church was given to per- 
form inthe world and finally talked about 
the condition of religious affairs in this 
country. 

‘*The missionaries,’’ he remarked, ‘‘have 
not to go beyond their own city of St. Louis to 
find an almost unlimited field for labor. I 
bury my face in the sand, like the ostrich of 
the desert, for shame at the thought that we 
have in St, Loupis 2,000 saloons anda drunken 
Mayor. Let me read for you, my brethren, a 
parayraph on this subject from the Christian- 
Evangelist of this week:’* 

THE EVANGELIST ARTICLE. 

Thecity of St. Louis has an honorable reeord, 
which isasource of prideto its citizens, but there 
are existing {acts which cause its decent inhabitan‘s 
to haue their healisin shame. Atameeting of the 
City Council held last week, a member offered a res 
olution which affirmed that the Mayor, Edward A. 
Novnan, **had been guilty of frau , extortion, op- 

ession. favoritism, partiality, wilful wrong and in- 
Tasthie, ’"' amd hence the regolution called for his 
impeschment and removal from office. in the dis- 
cussion that foliowe:. one of the opposers of the 
resolution egaid: ‘‘All this fuss just because the 
Mayor got ona little spree, which he probably paid 
for, and thea gota ‘licking. > Because that ‘licking’ 
and the liquor made him sick the next dav, he could 
not come down and attend to business. But did it 
anyone here the loser by it? At 
some saloons where they didn’t want him they 
kieked hiin out, but that’s nubody'’s business.’’ Af- 
ter along discussion the vote was taken with the re- 
sult of a tie yote, There remains the 
feet that the Chief Magistrate of 
greatest city west of the Mississippi River,and, with 
one exception, the greatest west of the Al! leghenies, 
has given some grounds upon which such charges 
are based. It remains that his defender admitted 
that he had been oy ‘‘a spree,’’ got a‘**licking,’’ was 
unable **to attend to business’’ on aecount of the 
liquor, was ‘*kicked out of sajloons’’ where he was 
not wanted. This is the guardian of the law, order, 
peace and honor ofa greatand proud city! Heisa 
Catholic, a friend of the brewers and of the saloon- 
keepers. These facts explain his election to office.

**] make nocriticism of Mayor Noonan on 
the score of his religion,’’ continued Rev. 
Mr. Parsons, ‘‘but his dissipation and de- 
bauchery, as chronicled in the public prints, 
is anabomination tothe Lordanda stench 
in the nostrils ofall self-resp@cting people. 
The officials of a great city are like menona 
hilltop. They are in the full view of the 
throng in the valley. Their actions are 
watched closely and become the model of 
their inferiors, They are the representative 
citizens, the molders of public morals 
and the sculptors of public conduct. What 
then are we toexpect when the official who 
stands onthe very pinnacie of public atten- 
tion in st. Louis ts a drunkard? What 
an example ek sae young. 
We all know how our boys look 
up to the Mayor as the highest officer 
inthecity, and how they make him their 
ideal of success. With their boyish logic 
they argue: ‘How aid he reach that pre- 
eminent position? Did he doso by 4 scrupu- 
lous regard for proprieties, by temperance in 
all his habits, by aclose attention to duty, 
and by a careful administration of the duties 
imposed upon him in minor offices? No! no! 
He became diayor, and has remained Mayor, 
and expects to continue in that office by 
pandering to the NHquor traffic, by a 
defance of all the rules of gen- 
tiemanly conduct, by # getting drunk 
and participating in barroom brawis.

Mayor’s conduct upon 
our young men did not find a place in cold 
type, but 1 have regretted my weakness 
every moment from that day tothis, and I 
pray God te forgive me for it.’’ 

Dr. Parsons’ words produced a marked ef- 
fect on the large congregation present. The 
sermon closed with the remark that, despite 
the difficulties which the highest powers in 
the city threw across the path of the minis- 
ter, God would give to the faithful one the 
victory and the crown of life.

The Building Wrecked by the Flying 
Debris—Two More of the Nassau’s Une 
fortunate Crew BRecognised—Hand Car 
Run Down-Boys Burned to Death— 
The Casulty Reoord.

Orono, Me., Oct. 11.—Two large digesters 
in the Bangor Pulp & Paper Co.’s mill ex- 
ploded this morning, causing the loss of 
two lives and the injury more or 
less serious of six persons. The explosion 
was without apparent cause, as the digesters 
were inspected two weeks ago and re- 
ported to be in perfect condition. 
The digester-room, the engine-room and 
the machine-room where shattered into 
masses of debris. Oneof themammoth 4di- 
gesters was thrown 800 feet in the air, and 
huge iron beams, timbers and bricks 
were scattered hundreds of feet 
from the site of the buildings. 
Physicians and firemen were soon on the 
spot, and waterwas immediately turned 
upon the furnaces, preventing the 
wrecked buildings from taking fire, 
and firemen and citizens quickly began 
the work of rescue. Richard Zern, a Ger- 
man, was killed outright. Willlam Eddy of 
Orono was terribly injured and died soon 
after being taken from the ruins. Wal- 
ter Smith, Austin Whitmore and William 
Buchanan were taken out with serious in- 
juries and Wilson Kirby, H. Farrell and 
James McWee were badly bruised. . Supt. 
Clark was in his office writing at 
the time of the explosion and 
escaped injury. The newspaper mill which 
adjoined the other buildings and which be- 
p> work only last Thursday, had one side 
lown out and one machine damaged.

It is remarkable that it should be thought 
necessary for a Judge to emphasize a princi- 
ple so untversally recognized as that of the 
Grand-jury’s right to independent action 
within the law, free from the dictation or 
interference of court officials, and to abso- 
lute secrecy 1n the performance of its duty. 
But it was rendered necessary by outra- 
geous usurpations of powersin the office 
of Assistant Circuit Attorney brought toa 
culmination of tyranny by Zachbritz, who 
has acted notas the servant, which the 
Judge declares he 1s, but the master of the 
Grand-jury. He has assumed to control 

on through interference with its 

and the manipulation of court proc- 

esses. Under his construction of his 

rights and powers the Grand-jury is the 

mere instrument of the will of the official 
charged with the duty of assisting it. 

The impairment of the usefulness of the 
Grand-jury system and the intolerable 
conditions imposed upon Grand-jury serv- 
ice by these official usurpations have been 
signally demonstrated. Grand-juries have 
freely admitted their inability to bring 
offenders to justice and itis needless to 
refer at length to the recent protest, un- 
paralleled in the history of Criminal Court 
administration, of eight jurymen that un- 
der the hampering influences and restric- 
'tions to which they were subjected they 
could not honorably retain connection 
' with the Grand-jury. 

It was therefore a wise and timely act for 
Judge Castleman to fully define and vigor- 
ously reassert all the rights and powers of 
the Grand-jury. By reason of his action 
the October Grand-jury enters into its 
| work with aclear knowledge of its duties 
| and of the means and methods of perform- 
ing them. It knows that it is master of 
| its own will under the instructions of the 

court. It knows that the court officials 
are its servants, subject to its behests in 
‘carrying outits legitimate purposes. It 
| knows that the court processes are at its 
| command and it has the assurance of pro- 
aid and counsel in the rightful 
_pertormance of its duties from the Judge 
on the bench. 
The path of this Grand-jury has been 
'mad plain. It is freeto make full investi- 
‘gation and take efiectual action in the 
matter of violations of law and official ras- 
calities to which other grand-juries were 
only able to pave the way and upon which 
‘new and better evidence is available.

NEW FORMS OF TREASON. 


As the anclent common law was admin- 
istered befote the passage of the statute of 
2 Edw. Iil., ‘‘it was in the breast of 
the judges,’’ says Judge Cooley, ‘‘to de-

Under that system it was treason fora 
servant to resist and slay his master, and 
in spite of the statute referred to, the 
definition of treason in England afterward 
became as variable as servile Parliaments 
and judges chose to make it at the com- 
mand of such capricious tyrants as Henry 
VIII. At one time in Henry’s reign itt was 
treason to affirm the legitimacy of his 
daughter Mary or to deny the legitimacy 
of his daughter Elizabeth. At another 
time it was treason to affirm the legitimacy 
of Elizabeth and deny the legitimacy of 
Mary. After the birth of his son Edward 
it was treason to deny that both Mary and 
Elizabeth were illegitimate, 

To prevent as far as possible any attempt 
to revive constructive treasons, our Fed- 
eral Constitution provides that ‘‘treason 
against the United States shall consist only 
in levying war against them, or in adher- 
ing to their enemies, giving them aid and 
comfort.’’ A mere conspiracy to subvert 
the established government by force is not 
treason. There must be an actual levying 
of war, to the extent at least of assembling 
with the intent of effecting by force a 
treasonable purpose. 

Now, any’such act of treason against a 
State is necessarily treason against the 
United States Government, which is bound

earner to trespass upon his master’s prop-. 


erty or to resist armed men sent to drive 
him out? From the stump speech deliv- 
ered by the Chief Justice of Pennsylvania 
as a Grand-jury charge it would seem that 
itis perfectly lawful for an employer to 
put his private squadrons of armed men in 
the field against striking workmen, while 
it is nothing less than treason in Pennsyl- 
vania for locked-out workmen to be guilty 
of trespass or breach of the peace. 

The militia officer who held it treason 
punishable with torture for a private to 
imagine the death of Manager Frick or re- 
joice over it, seems to have had instruc- 
tions from the Chief Justice, who lays 
down elastic doctrines of constructive 
treason that belong to the England of the 
Tudors, not to the land of Washington and 
Jefferson or the last decade of the nine- 
teenth century.

‘IMINAL CHARGES MADE AGAINST 
SOME OF THE OFFENDERS. 


Civil Service Commissioner Roosevelt 
Will Investigate the Matter—Repubii- 
can Campaign Literature Filocds the 
Mails, While Democratic Documents 
Are Basketed—General Political News. 


Detroit, Oct. 11.—Daniel J. Campau, 
Chairman of the Democratic State Central 
Committee of Michigan, bas fermaily made 
complaint to Hon. ‘Nheodore Roosevelt, 
Chairman of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, against the conduct of the 
Republican postmasters of Michigan. These

He further charges 
that Democratic campaign literature, 
properly addressed and stamped, is thrown 
into the waste basket by the Republican 
postmaster at Shaftesburg: Mr. Roose- 
velt has replied that the charges 
will get an immediate investigation. 
Secretary Bates of the Republican Commit- 
tee, says the wholesome literature he sends 
out cannot do anybody harm, and suggests 
an interview with ex-Postmaster General 
Dickinson on the precedents during his term 
of office.

CuicaGco, Ifll., Oct. 11.—The Democratic 
State Executive Committee is scratching its 
head, owing toa problem which has come up 
to be solved.

One firm in thts city has enough to print half 
/a million ballots and it looks as though they 
were going to force the State to come to 
terms. Telegrams have been sent all over 
the State to find out the supply,which reveals 
os fact that there are no quantities except 
at Pierre.

Stead, its editor, will 
bave anarticle headed, ‘‘Ought Mrs. May- 
Drick Be Tortured to Death?’’ in which he 
vigorously and at-great length reopens the 
whole case of the unfortunate American 
woman who is now undergoing a 
sentence of life imprisonment in Wok. 
ing prison for (the™ alleged poison- 
ingofher husband, who wasa well-known 
Liverpooi merchant, In the course of his 
article Mr. Stead-say$ that both he and Sir 
Charles Russell, the Attorney-Genera!, have 
received from South Africa coples of the 
deathbed confession of Harry Wilson, who 
declared that he, witha woman whuse name 
is not given, placed arsenic in the medicine 
that was administered to Mr. Maybrick dur- 
ing his late il!ness. ° 

Mr. Stead investigated the matter and de- 
Clares that he attached welght tothe con- 
fession, but, he adds, even it it were value- 
Jess, it will be of service in directing atten- 
tion to: the travesty of justice which has ex- 
‘posed Great Britain toserious remonstrances 
from the United States, and which is not un. 
likely to become a subject of diplomatic re- 
monstrances. 

Mr. Stead makesa strong appeal for the 
release of Mrs. Maybrick before Christmas. 
Her condition is such, he says, that she will 
Speedily die if she is not released. If Mr. 
Herbert Asquith, the Home Secretary, will 
mot hear the case, then Lord Roseberry, the 
Foreign Minister, and Mr. Giadstone mast. 

The trial of Mrs. Florence Maybrick for the 
‘murder of her husband by poison occurred in 
Liverpool in August, 1889, and it will be re- 
membered that she was convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hanged. Under strong pressure, 
however, Home Secretary Viatthsws com- 
muted the sentence to lifeimprisonment, and 
since that timeshe has been an inmate of 
Woking Prison, She isan American,a native 
of obile, Ala., though her husband was an 
Englishman. The trial excited world-wide 
attention, and since her incarceration at 
Woking there has been no cessation at ef- 
fort on the partof her friends to effect her 
release. Notable among those engaged in 
ther behalf is Miss Gail Hamilton, the sister of 
Mrs. Jas. G. Blaine. 

When the suit to recover the insurance on 
Maybrick’s life was brought the prisoner’s 
friends saw a way to reopen the trial and the 
prisoner’s friends in America raised a fund to 
secure the services of Sir Charles Russell as 
her counsel. y 

The point almed at was in reality to open 
the original case, the proceeding for the col- 
lection of the insurance money being really a 
vehicle to reach the real object. 

In England a person serving a life sentence 
is legally dead. The company paid Mrs. 
Maybrick $2,000 on the strenath of the policy, 
but after conviction refused to pay any 
more. Sir Charles Russell could not obtain a 
new trial for her, but what he aimed to do 
was to sue the company and by this means 
the jury in the policy case might establish 
the ractthat the jury which tried her for 
murder delivered awrong verdict; but the 
object sought by the counsel was not 
attained, and the only hope for Mrs. May- 
brick now seems to lie in an effort to have her 
“pardoned, + 

Sir Charles Russell has frequently stated 
that he Is perfectly convinced that Mrs. May- 
brick’s conviction was entirely wrong, He 
believes Justice Stephens tried to be honest 
in thecase, but his ownconryiction of the 
woman’s guilt andthe belief that popular 
prejudice existed in her favor, influenced his 
charze. Russell says Stephens passionately 
invited the jury to theirverdict and cap- 
tured theirminds, It wasatrial by judge— 
notatrial by jury. The prosecuting counsel 
himself declared thata verdictof guilty was 
impossible on the evidence.

It has heretofore 
been the custom of the coulissiers, who are 
agents who transact business before or after 
regular exchange hours, to meetin the cen- 
tral hall of the Credit Lyonaise, but as was 
announced in these dispatches yesterday the 
police forbade them to do business there, 
The coulissiers decided then to meet in the 
passage d1l’Opera, which is on the opposite 
side of the boulevara of the Credit Lyonalise. 


CHQLERA NEWS. 

HAVRB, Oct. 11.—The General Trans- 
Atiantic Steamship Oo. has decided that on 
the 224 of October ‘ts vessels wili again sall 
from and arrive at this port. When the 
cholera was at its height in this city the 
company made Cherbourg the port of de- 
parture and arrival for its steamers, as tunat 
piace was not affected by that disease to any 
extent and the vessels consequently escaped 
the severe quarantine imposedat New York 
upon arrivals from cholera-infected ports. 

According to tbe official figures there were 
seven new cases of cholera and five deaths 
from the disease in Hiamburg yesterday, 
against twonew cases and one death Sun- 
day. In Altona one new case and one death 
is reported,

and small closely-crowded baskets 
ranged along the seats; scores of oyster punts 
filled with gray masses of sand and shell;

ermen, costers, Billingsgate fishwives, and 
fine ladfes, too, engaged in the chaffering 
and bantering of eager selling and buying.

But that day is past. The olden color and 
brightness are gone. Hard mercantile thrift 
and modern methods have banished the fine 
ladies, who, in gentle ‘‘slumming’’ mood, 
made their own purchases at Billingsgate, 
and took back into choice London society the 
wondrous sayings of the Blllingsgate women, 
whose tongues were the readiest and wicked- 
est inallthe world. The fishwivesare gone, 
and their only existing prototypes are at the 
Claddagh, Gaiway, Ireland. 
~ Steam vessels scurry about the North 
Sea grounds,.secure the fish where they are 
taken and bringthemto the mouth of the 
Thames. Here other larger fast sailing 
steam crafts are laden, and these, varying 
innmnumber according to the season, daily 
bring the vast fish supply of London, landing 
it at the very doors of Billingsgate, much as 


* the fish supply of New York City is set down 


in the East River atthe back doors of ram- 
shackle old Fulton Market. 

Billingsgate market,still stands just where 
it has stood for centuries. How many cen- 
turies no man knows. Iconoclasts without 
reverence for even the antiquities of fish say 
a fellow by the name of Billing owned a wharf 
upon the same spot in Queen Elizabeth’s 
But I have seen 
the preamble to an act of pariiament 
(in 10 and 12 of William III.) 
to make Billingsgate a free mar- 
ket for the sale of fish, in which among other 
‘*whereases’’ is one reciting that ‘‘Billings- 
gate has time out of mind been a free market 
for all manner of floating and salt fish, as 
aiso for all manner of lobsters and shelifish,’’ 
Tradition, which is good history when 
authorities differ, lends the piace its more 
fitting antiquity and insists that it owes 
its origin to Belin, an ancient King 
of the Britons, who flourished 
400 years B. C., and who, observing an op- 
portunity for gain, like a true Briton erected 
a gate here through which the fishermen of 
his day, after foating uponthe Thames with 
the tide ir. the hide-bottomed curraglis, were 
made to pass and pay toll beforethey could 
sell their fish; and hence the name Belin’s- 
gate, finally corrupted to Billingsgate. 

However all this may be Billingsgate is the 
oldest wharf on the Thames, and that is say- 
ing much for it on the line of age. The 
market building and the ground it stands 
upon is owned by the London municipal 
authorities. Its river frontage is 200 feet, 
and its superficial area is 40,000 square feet, 
affording sites for seventeen shops and 
two large public houses. It is located 
in the densest part of what may be termed 
waterside London, on the north bank of 
the Thames. Just above it to the west 
is old London bridge; a bridge prob- 
ably better known in the Afterature of fic- 


tion and travel than any otMer similar struc- 


ture in the world. Jwst below it to the 
eastis the new Towegf bridge, in process of 
construction for thé past six years.

tablished at Hungerford Stairs. Being too 
far up the river and too far from the dense 
masses of the East End it liad but a brief ex- 
istence. <A line drawn north and ~south 
through the center of London lLridge leaves a 
population of about 1,690,000 to the east, or 
down the river,and about 2,400,000 to the west. 
Hungerford market was too far from the 
coster sellers and lowiy buyers of the East 
End, who, it will be seen, really control, 
rather than the well-to-do classes, the local- 
ity of London’s fishmarket.

reaches London by railway. Allthe fish from 
Ireland is sent across St. George’ 
in fast steamers and thence by . Salmon 
and trout all come by rail, and much of the 
northern North Sea yield, taxen off east 
Scottish shores, and even some of the catches 
from about Yarmouth and borough are, 
for the sake of time-saving, thts transferred. 
Small wheeled, lead-lined vans are provided 
by the railways. These are dragged by horses 
from fishing stations or quays to rail- 
way stations, wheeled into the railway vans, 
and thus brought to London without break- 
ing bulk, On arrival here they are wheeled 
to the street and dragged by horses through 
the streets from various stations to Billings- 
gate. Fully 100,000 tons of fish annually 
reach the market in this manner, and from 6 
o’clock of any week-day morning hundreds 
upon hundreds of, these’ vans choke up every 
narrow ‘avenue Of approach, waiting their 
turn to unload. 

Over three-fourths of all the fish consumed 
by London passes inspection at Billingsgate. 
As the market is city property the officials 
for this purpose, four in number, are ap- 
pointed by the Court of the Fishmongers Co., 
one of the ancient but still thoroughly active 
Guilds, or trade companies of London. It 
has a fine Fishmongers’ Hall near London 
Bridge, and expends many thousands yearly 
in preventing the sale Of decayed fish, All 
fish condemned by its inspectors are A4mme- 
diately conveyed to a waiting barge, treated 
with carbolic acid, and sent to fertilizing 
works at Rainham, where after being baked 
dry they are ground to power, and sold at 
about £5 perton to the strawberry and hop 
farmers of Kent for fertilizing purposes. 

The fish steamers arrive alongside the 
market at all hoursof the night and early 
morning. At precisely 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing the market opens. Long lines of plank 
are laid from the market quay, over barges 
and pontoons, to the steamers’ decks, and 
every ounce of fich is brought over these in 
baskets and bags on porters’ beads and 
backs. At the same time the railway vans 
are unloading on the landward side. But six 
can be cared forat the sametime. The con- 
fusion and entanglement are indescribable. 
One who witnesses the scene for the first 
time is filled with amazement that the 
largest and most civilized capital in the 
world will tolerate such antiquated methods. 
But the porters are wonderfully deft, 
alert and carry incredible loads. I have 
seen many laden with from 7200 to 300 
pounds weight. They will positively frisk 
under a barrel of herrings which weighs 200 
pounds, and there is no guestion that many 
of these fellows can easily get about the 
market with upwards of 400 pounds properly 
distributed upon head and back. 

These Billingsgate porters are regarded as 
the strongest, quickest and most athletic 
men ¥ London. They live in every respect 
like the water ratsof the Thames.and the 
aristocracy the Whitechapel dis- 
trict. Their only earthly ambitions 
are to eat, arink, visit ‘‘penny gaffs,’’ 
rat and dog fights, and excel in 
pugilism. They .are big, brawny, hairy- 
chested fellows*of apparent endless good- 
nacure, but are brutes by heredity, instinct 
and deepest yearning. Whatever their want 
of character outside the market, a more de. 
mure and lamb-like set of fellows Was never 
seen than they are while on daty here. They 
are licensed, and the strictest regulations 
exist regarding thier conduct, even to the 
character of language. To lose their license 
is worse than imprisonment as a criminal. 
Their ‘‘reputations’’ among their fellows, 
the costers, and the East End slums are 
gained by their prowessand strength here. 
It is their world, their highest, broadest out- 
look, and they are really curiosities in social 
or literary study. 

They delight especially in odd-sounding 
nicknames. In mvy few visits to Billingsgate 
I have already come to know, and be favor- 
ably known by ‘‘Fishy Jim,’’ ‘*Cocky Jim,’’ 

‘*Black Prince,’’ ‘*Jack the Float,’’ ‘*Happy 
Jack,’’ ‘*‘ Johnny Shoe-bDiack,’’ ‘‘Jimmy Fin- 
gers,’’ the latter because of his thieving 
propensities, ‘‘Blue-Nosed Mike,’’ ‘‘Cross- 
eyed Joe’’ and ‘‘Four-ale Jim.’’ The latter 
is never quite at his best unless he has drunk 
six or seven guarts of ale before breakfast. 
The oath of all these Billingsgate porters, 
like that of the costers, to which class 
they have marked affinities, is ‘‘Gor bli me!’’ 
and its wickedness is too abhorent for trans- 
lation. They comprise two classes in their 
daily market work, those who bring the fish 
from the steamers into the murket, who are 
called ‘‘shorers,’’ and those who remove the 
fish tothe stallmen’s wagons or the costers’ 
carts, whoare called ‘*mobbers.’’ 

The pugilists of London chiefly have their 
origin among the Billingsgate porters. They 
have their regular champions at ‘‘seven 
stone six,’’ ‘‘eight stone  six’’ and 
‘eleven stone,’’ and Officer 790, 
Policeman F. Wade, informed me that 
there is nota man among them who has not 
at sometime or other appeared in a White- 
chapelring. Bill Goode, who fought Slavin, 
is stllla licensed porter here. Among many 
curious characters is Cornelius Callahan, 
known as Mike the Tipster, He isane‘er-do- 
well and a privileged person. He makes 
great ostentation of his knowledge of the 
state of the market. Getting up at 2o’clo& 
in the morning he prowls about the fishing 
steamers, andthen just before the market 
opens he slips about among the buyers and 
sellers and whispers ‘‘the tipo’ the day’’ in 
theirears. The ha’penny is always forth- 
coming. On Saturday afternoon, just before 
the market ts closed for the week they ‘‘have 
a game with Mike.’’ He regularly appears 
for his buffeting, and often in the rough play 
that ensues poor Mike is nearly Killed. Then 
the hat is passed ana from 6 to 10 shillings is 
always paid the willing victim. 

All Billingsgate fish are sold by auction, 
anda veritable Babel the place 1s from 5 to8 
or 9o’clock. There are two Classes of sellers. 
One comprises the regular commission men 
to whom the fishermen consign their catches, 
and the other is a thoroughly hated but most 
prosperous Class, known to Billingsgate 
from time immemorial as ‘‘bummarees.’’ 
These are really middle men who practice all 
possible arts tocombDine and force the regu- 

lar commission men, who have but a short 
limit of time in which to sell, to dispose of 
lots atrainous prices, and through similar 
combination. often compel retailers to pur- 
chase at exorbitant yates. 

But however interesting may be the in- 
terior of Billingsgate to the casual visitor, 
the adjacent thoroughfares from midnight, 
when the first retail buyers begin coming, 
until the close of the market at 9 o’clock, 
provide far more strange and curious pict- 
tures and groupings. Upper and Lower 
Thames street, Eastcheapand Great Tower 
streets, Tower Hili, Fish Street Hill, St. 
Mary-at-Hill, St. Dustan’s Hill, King William 
street, Arthur streets, east ana west, Grace 
Court and Love Lane, are apparently inex- 
tricably jammed with hundreds of railway 
fish vans, green grocers’ wagons 
and costers’ aonkey carts and 
handbarrows. There is no other 
place in London where such avast and so 
odd a jumble of vehicles and folk may at any 
one time be seen. Over 4,000 vehicles for the 
bringing or taking away of fish are here. 
With them are 10,000 costermen and women 
and an unnamable, indescribable host of 
petty street venders and hangers-on. If you 
can arrive here on a foggy morning early 
when the first rays ofthe sun are filtering 
through the fleece folds .of .mist flapping up 
with the tide along the Thames, you will 
then know old Billingsgate as Dickens and 
Thackeray knew it, and will long for power 
and space in which to paint with pen or pen- 
cllofie ofthe strangest, oddest scenes to be 
found in this mighty London town,

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 COSTERMONGERS, — 


QUAINT PEOPLE WITH QUAINT WAYS 


LIKE THEIR KINSMEN, THE G1PSIES. 


LONDON, Sept. 25.—There are between 50,- 
000 and 60,000 costermongers in the city of 
London, Their vocation is the same as that 
of the street-hawkers of American cities; 
but those who have made the most careful 
study of the latter can form no proper idea 
of the characteristics of the former without. 
perso acquaintance, 

There‘is good reason for this. Our street 
venders of fish, fruits and vegetables com- 
prise an ever-changing host of widely vary- 
ing and uncongental nationalities. A hawker 
in our country, from whatever race he has 
sprung, never remains a hawker longer than 
necessity compels. Ifheis not successful in 
his ventures between markets and customers, 
he shortly drops out of the braying 
throng and engages vigorously in another 
calling. If his voice, his swayback steed 
and his ramshackle wagon bring him profit, 
he will make the best bargain possible to an- 
other aspirant for his belongings, route and 
**good will,’’ is shortly found in possession 
of a market stall or grocery, and ever after 
scorns the vocation and associations which 
gave him prosperity. 

The entire life and conditions of the London 
costermonger are different, and this fact, 
as well as his strange personality and whim- 
sicaltrade and social ethics, makes him a 
most unusual and interesting character. 
Besides, he is a curious and integral part of 
om great and ever wonderful Babelof Lon- 

on, 

_ The great distinguishing difference be- 
tween American hawkers and London cos- 
termongers, out of which the interesting pe- 
cullarities of the latter have grown, is the 
extreme antiquity of costermongers as a dis- 
tinct class or race, Indeed, they may 
with propriety. be considered as a race; 
and IT am not so sure but that in a 
more thorough acquaintance with them 
than I have gained, it would be found that 
they possess the ancient Romany or Gipsy 
Strain of blood, Ihave certainly noticed in 
tnem many race characteristics of the 
Gipsies; and their origin, historically con- 
sidered, almost exactly corresponds with the 
period in which Gipsies were first noticed in 
England. 

Some of the marked characteristics and 
customs I have found common to both Gipsies 
and costermongers are noteworthy. Both 
races are bitterly opposed to book knowledge, 
and not five per centof either in England, 
can read or write. Both are hereditarily rov- 
ing in nature, and would pine and dle if 
forced for any length of time into indoor lab- 
or. Both mate rather than marry; and while 
remarkable for their fidelity in his relation, 
they hold in G@eep contempt religious or civil 
marriage rites. 

Both aretbe mést honorable and honest 
people who live in all dealings among them- 
selves, but holditto the height of wisdom 
and morality to ‘‘do’’ all others not of their 
ilk. Both, however meek, humble and act- 
ually law-abiding in their daily lives, are 
hereditarily the enemies of alllaw and law 
officers; though both will make the most 
desperate of sacrifice to avoid becoming in- 
volved in any complications ofthe law. And 
both are, religiously, Agnostics of such 
luminousness and density as by comparison 
would put all the Hamiltons, Mansels and 
Spencers to fervent blush and shame. 

The earliest record of London costermon- 
gers’ cries is said to be in Lydgate’s poem of 
‘*London Lyckpeny’’ inthetime of Henry V., 
about 475 years ago. Shakspeare refers con- 
tem ptuously to ‘‘these costermonger 
times ;’’ Ben Jonson makes his Morose swoon 
ifhe hears a costermonger’s cry; and Dr. 
Johnson gives the derivation of ‘‘costarda- 
monger’’ as originating inthe street sale of 
apples or costards *‘round and bulky like the 
head.’’ 

So far as can be traced in history and liter- 
ature these folk were precisely the same in 
mode of life, vocation and characteristics 
hundreds of years ago, as at the present time. 
Like the fishermen of New Haven and Gal- 
way, and still like the Gipsies, they 
have scarcely ever been known to 
intermarry with other classes. The 
result is that the costermongers of the 
London of to-day form almost a little 
realm of their own, ever changing in confines 
yet changeless in character and antiquity; 
with a purer strain of blood, of its kind, than 
that of half of the English nobility; and with 
ancient customs and traditions rematining tn- 
exorable laws of guidance to themselves; all 
to a more marked degree thanis trueof any 
equal number of people in any corner of Eu- 
rope. 

If all this were not true of the Lmpndon 
costermonger he would still be found a pic- 
turesque object by the casual observer. In 
the first place his dress is picturesque. You 
will not find at Catania, Messina or Palermo, 
in Sicily, more odd or colorful groupings than 
these crowds of costers at the markets or at 
their evening and holiday resorts. Indeed, 
there isa dash ofthe Gipsy in the dress of 
these folk that constantly recalls the Romany 
people. 

At his daily labors the coster will have on 
his head asmall cloth cap wellto one side, 
with the visor either pointed tothe sky or 
sawing one side of his neck. He is never 
without his black or flashily colored 
silk ‘‘kingsman’’ or heavy, loosely gath- 
ered neckerchief, always tied in a sailor’s 
knot and the ends tucked in the folds 
of his gay woolen shirt; the whole expos- 
ing a fine, well-corded ana often hairy neck 
and chest. His waistcoat is»long, Mke a 
jockey’s, with capacious pockets and huge 
tabs, and always of corduroy or velveteen, 
His trousers are half Mexican in cut, of cor- 
duroy or coarse ducking, and their wide bot- 
toms flapoverthe best shoes worn by any 
lowly men in London. Added to this are 
pear} or polished metal buttons innumer- 


able. 

In the matter of buttons their ‘‘best togs’’ 
for Sundays and holidays are truly startling. 
Whether of metal or pearl, they are from 
halfaninch toaninch in diameter, and are 
set as thickly as they can be placed around 
the cap band and visor edge, down the edge 
of the waistcoat from throat to point, above 
every pocket and along the edges of all 
lapels, upon the sleeves nearly from wrist to 
elbow, and along the wide plush side stripes 
of the trousers, from just below the knees to 
the very edge of the trousers leg, so that the 
last button clicks and patters against the 
pavement and the shoe. 

The coster women are none the less striking 
in their garband appearance. Like the men 
they are all well shod, and wear short serge 
petticoats, showing their ankles and shapely 
feet. These petticoats are as simple as a 
Ciaddazh fishwife’s. Their waists are always 
low at, orare left open in, the neck, and 
usually the latter, as with the men, is 
adorned with a flashy silk neckerchief, while 
a small woden plaid or silk shawi covers the 
shoulders, its ends crossed upon the breast 
where itis always fastened witha broach of 
huge dimensions. 

But the hair and the headgear are most 
distinctive. From these alone a coster girl is 
anywhere recognizable. The hatisof straw 
or felt, and always as large as a coster’s Cart- 
wheel, It protrudes alarmingly in front, 
and above this canopy waves a forest of os- 
trich plumes. ‘Coster girls belong to clubs 
for the purchase of these prized feathers,and 
there is no ordinary sacrifice they will not 
make to possess the largest plumes that can 
be bought. The hair is bestowed behind in 
alarge braid. A ‘‘part’’ extends from this 
over each ear, and a heavy, straight tab 
lies against either cheex. Above the fore- 
head the hair falls straightalmost to the 
brows, but is then frizgzied and curled until it 
stands upward and outward like monstrous 
matted chevaux de frise. AS a coster proudly 
remarked tome: ‘‘Our donahs (girls, sweet- 
hearts, women) ’as a style as is all their 
own,’’ : 

The costermonger’s outfit comprises either 
a handbarrow, @ spring cart on two wheels, 
on which~ he will load from 800 to 1,000 
pounds of fruit or vegetables and with the

a dozen miles ip a day; or,a donkey and cart, 

possessed by the more well-to-do. I have 

seen the latter loaded with from 1,200to 1,500 

pounds weight at Covent Garden Market. 

The women when hawking alone are some- 

times provided with donkey carts or barrows, 

but oftener with ‘‘shallows,’’ or shallow bas- 

kets, which with their heavy contents are 
carried on their heads. 

A curious sort of business has always been 
in vogue owing to the improvidence of the 
costermongers asaclass. This is the hiring 
out to them of baskets, barrows and carts. 
Out of the 50,000 or 60,000 costermonger pop- 
ulation of London fully 15,000 are actually 
engaged in daily hawking, the remainder 
being old folk or children unable to work 
save atoddtimes. Fully one-half of the dal- 
ly workers own their own shallows, barrows 
and carts. The other half hire them at ruin- 
ously usurious rates. The donkey and cart 
are seldom hired, nearly allof these outfits 
being owned Dy the costers. Butthe hand- 
carts or barrows are usually hired at 3 pence 
per day orl shillingfor the week, fora bar- 
row originally costing less than £2. More 
than £20,000 or $100,0001is annually paid in 
barrow and ‘‘shallow’’ hire by the London 
costers. 

Quite recently coster provident clubs have 
been formed. These by a trifling weekly 
payment #rom members insure the oppor- 
tunity of hfring barrows at reduced rates,and 
of purchasing donkeys and carts on the in- 
stallment plan. But as a rule they like the 
old way best. The old way with London cos- 
tersis, as a rule, aftera night’s dissipation 
at drink or gambling—for all costers without 
exception are hard drinkers and inveterate 
gamblers in a small way—to borrow the 
day’s ‘‘*stock money’’ at a sixpence ora 
shilling interest, secure the hand barrow at 
3 pence hire, the scales or measures at 
another outlay of 2 pence, and trust to 
heavy pushing, loud calling and gullible cus- 
tomers to retrieve their fallen fortunes. 
They are scrupulously honest in repayment 
of loans, and a harder working people do 
not live. Butthey are irredeemable tn their 
thriftlessness, and with all their good qual- 
ities and traits, considering their associa- 
tions and ignorance, ‘are hopeless slaves of 
the usurers and taprooms, 

Any one desiring a superficial observation 
of this class can find ample studies of costers 
at the chief London markets. Dally five 
thousand come to Covent Garden Market, 
about four thousand secure fish at Billings- 
gate, fully two thousand are at Spitalfields, 
perhaps five hundred each will be found at 
Borough and Leadenhall and fully three thou- 
sand are distributed among the lesser city and 
suburban markets. Covent Garden MarketiIs 
the most Interesting place to visit,not only for 
its historic associations but for its greatest 
throngs of costers, From the opening at 2 
o’clock in the morning until8 or9o0’clock, 
from 3,000 to 4,000 coster carts will have come 
and gone. The remainder in attendance 
wait until afternoon to dicker with the ‘‘hag- 
glers’’ or speculators, who have bought un- 
sold loads from farmers ‘‘in the lump.’’ 

In these morning hours interest will not 
only center in the costers but in their 
donkeys and carts. Hundreds upon hun- 
dreds are packed In a cornerof the open 
market waiting to load, for which privilege 
they are taxed l penny each. Every man- 
ner ot rude ingenuity has been exercised in 
the patching up of donkey carts and the 
construction of donkey} harness. Rope, 
rushes and rags are good enough for some, 
Neckerchiefsand corduroys are transformed 
into saddle pads for others. Many are re- 
splendent in brass ornaments all together of 
half the donkey’s weight. And still others 
have seen nobler uses and disclose bits of 
old carriage harness bedecked with coro- 
néts in gold and silver plate. 

I would write of the coster’s home life, but 
he has none. The gipsy, even the poor Lon- 
don gipsy of the loathsome van, is vastly his 
superior in this respect. Inthe past three 
years Ihave visited more thap a thousand 
costers’ haunts and habitation§. In them all 
I have not found a dozen genuine homes. 
The nearest approach to the home is where 
the coster 1s fairly well-to-do, and owns the 
donkey and cart or a couple or three. In 
these extremely rare instances you will 
often find the coster, his wife or mate, their 
children and the donkeys, in one basement 
room together. But the eharacter of the 
man’s and the woman’s work keeps them 
upon the street, They eat atcheap chop- 
houses and coffee stalls, Their evenings are 
passed at the tap-room, the ‘‘penny gaff’’ 
a the rat-pit, and the cheap music 

alls. 

Boys anda girls lesve their parents and mat 
atfrom l4to 16 years, They take furnished 
rooms in the coster districts of Leather Lane, 
Drury Lane, Shoreditch, Old Street road, 
Marylebone Lane, bockhead, Bethel Green, 
Whitechapel, Camberwell and the like and 
are at once full-fledged costers, Children 
are born to them, and are ‘*minded’’ 
for the first year or two. Then they 
take their chances for .lhife and 
education in the Slums, At 6or7 they ac- 
company their parents, or are hired out to 
other costers. In a few years more some 
fancied slight or too severe a beating occurs, 
or the coster youth or lass have met their af- 
finity, and they are away for themselves 
without partings Orregrets, =  _

their tap-room haunts. There are morethan 
800 of the latter exclusively patronized by 
coster men and women. In nearly al) of 
these are rude grills where they may 
cook their own food; all are provided 
with cards and other games for their 
amusement, and with each is a back yard 
or shed well protected from the eyes of the 
police, where ratand dog fighting, of which 
they are extremely fond, may be indulged in, 
and where boxingand prize fighting are ea- 
gerly cultivated. On Sunday they will be 
foundin great numbers at Battersea Field, 
Hampstead Heath and Epping Forest; but 
the great yearly London outing for costers is 
at the Derby. 

More than a thousand carts, each contain- 
ing trom four to six coster women and men, 
set out from the Seven Dials and Whitechap- 
el. The donkeys are all bedecked with paper 
flowers, their faces grotesquely pa inted and 
hung with tow whiskers, and tegs incased 
either in the trousers of.the men or the bifur- 
cated garments of the women. Then with 
great stores of food and liquor, and hun- 
dreds of horns and concertinas, after-a 
grand procession through the aristocratic 
West End, ‘‘to show the nobs how é@well cost- 
ers can be’’ on occasion, as a coster proudly 
confessed to me, this outlandish cavalcade, 
with wild coster music, shouts and laughter, 
sets outina merry scramble for breezy Ep- 
om Downs.

Supposed Smugglers From Old Mexico 
Were Identified. 


THEY PROVE THEIR INNOCENCE AND 
ARE RELEASED. 


Husband and Wife Arrested on Mistaken 
Information From Ei Paso—A Customs 
Inspector and Two Detectives Board 
Their Train at Grand Avenue— 


Searched and Freed. 


When the ’Frisco 7:30 train pulled into the 
Union Depot this morning it had on board, 
besides other passengers, a gentleman and 
his wife en route East from the City of 
Mexico. It also had one United States 
Customs Inspector from the St. 
Louis Custom-house, and two St. Louis 
detectives from the Four Courts. In 
addition to these, it earried a vividly green 
parrot, the property of the gentleman and 
lady returning from the city of the Mate- 
zumas. The United States Customs Inspector 
and the detectives believed the couple own- 
ing the parrot to be professional smugglers 
of dutiable goods from Old Mexico into the 
United States, and it was by means 
of the parrot they had been iden- 
tifled. The identification.was correct, but 
that the couple proved’ not to be 
smugglers was the fault of mistaken infor 
mation telegraphed to United States Survey- 
or of Customs Churchill of thiscity. Before 
the gentleman and his wife established their 
innocence of the charge laid at 
théir doors they were put to con- 
siderable inevitable trouble, and 
had to makea visittothe Custom House un- 
der custody of the officers and there allow 
their trunks to be searched, promptly paying 
a slight duty on some dutable 
articles which they had brought 
from Mexico without making the neces- 
sary declaration at the United States 
frontiers. The Customs Inspector and the 
detectives had boarded the traln at Grand 
avenue, and between there and the Union 
Depot taken the couple from Old Mexico in 
charge. The latter were speedily released 
after a short and satisfactory interview with 
Surveyor Churchill. 4 

ENTERED AT EL PASO. 

The suspected, but innocent, husband and 
wife were Mr. and Mrs. C. H. Stan, originally 
from LouisviNe, Ky. Yesterday Surveyor 
Churchill received a telegram from United 
States authorities that they had on Oct. 8 
crossed from Old Mexico into the United 
States at El Paso, Tex., and were 
supposed to have smuggled considerable 
dutiable gooas into this country. He was 
notified that they went en route toSst. Louis, 
and was requested to stop them on their 
arrival here. Promptly on receipt of this 
telegram, Col. Churchill placed Chief Cus- 
toms Inspector Bell on the case and re- 
quested of Chief of Police Harrigan that 
two detectives be detailed to assist 
Inspector Bell in locating the 
parties wanted. Detectives Tracy and Arch- 
ambault were accordingly detailed, and it 
was Inspector Belland Tracy, and Archam 
who boarded the Frisco-Southern 
acific train at Grand avenue thi3 morning. 
had no description of the 
wanted, but it was known 
that a parrot was one of the 
belongings, and so when a gentleman and 
lady carrying a parrotin a cage were found 
aboard the train they were promptly ques- 
tioned as to their identity. They provedto 
be Mr. and Mrs. Starr, direct from the City of 
Mexico, and the parrot proved to bea young 
and inexperienced bird, just learning to talk 


English. 
WERE NOT SMUGGLERS. 

When Mr. Starrand his wife were told that 
they were suspected of being smugylers they 
at once stated their willingness to go before 
Surveyor Churchill with all their luggage 
and submit to an examination, which they 
were sure would result In proving their 
innocence. They ars. described as quitea 
young couple, aid plainly free from any de- 
sire to defraud Uncle Sam or the McKinley 
bill by embarkingin the dangerous occupa- 
tion of smuggling. From the Union Depot 
they went direct to Surveyor ChurchiN’s of- 
fice atthe Custom-house, where their lug- 
wage was carefully searched. ‘Some few 
dutiable articles of slight value were found, 
and Mr.!Starr stated very,frankly that hehad 
not paid duty on them, having passed the 
frontier at El Pasoin ignorance of the fact 
that he should have made declaration there 
of the presence of the articles in theirtrunks. 
The amount of duties due was figured 
up for him, a small sum, he paid 
the same _ into the St. Louts Customs 
revenue, was at once released, and a ‘‘smug- 
gling sensation’’ Gied aimost at its birth. 
Mr. and Mrs. Starr left the Custom-house 
laughing at their unexpected experience, 
and will continue their journey to Louisville 
to-night. C 

Mr. Starr, it was learned, is a railroad man 
who has beenin Old Mexico some years in 
the service of the Mexico Central road. Sev- 
eral months ago his wife went outto him, 
andthe couple have now returned to the 
States for good, having had enough of 
life in the sister republic. That their return 
should be emphasized by their being placed 
under suspicion as smugglers is unfortunate, 
and will probably make Mr. - Starr a 
free-trade Democrat, if he was not 
one already. Surveyor Churchill 
stated this morning that thelr 
innocence was clearly established, and 
he willso notify the authorities.

BROUGHT OVER BY COLUMBUS, 


A Rare O!d Bell Now Owned by a New 
Jersey Colorei Church. 
From the Brooklyn Eagle. 


The congregation uf the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church at Haleyyille, N. J., has a 
rare relic inthe shape of a large bell, which 
is said by those who have traced its history 
to be the oldest bell inthe Western Hemis- 
phere. The bell was procured by Capt. 
Elias Newell on one of the Bahama 
Islands and presented by him to the 
church. it is one of the bells, as stated, 
which Ferdinand and Isabella placed upon 
the Albambra in 1492, and in 1502 was pre- 
sented by Queen Isabella to Christopher Col- 
umbus upon his departure on his fourth and 
last voyage to America. It was placed in the 
chapel which was the beginning of the great 
cathedral of Carthagena in New Granada. 
In 1697, upon the siege of Carthagena, it fell 
to the share of the French ship was wrecked 
upon the island of San Andreas, one of the 
Bahamas. A few ofthe crew were saved, to- 
gether with the bell, From the descendants 
of the survivors the bell andits history were 
obtained by Capt. Newell of the bark Ezra H. 
Fisk of Haleyville. There Is adebt of $190 
resting upon the church of Haleyvilie and so 
highly do the people value the relic—the Col- 
umbus bell—that they will not piace it in tht 
church lest the latter may be sold for debe 
and they lose the bell, but it is securely kept 
at the residence of Trustee Alfred Green. It 
will be 400 years old next year, and it Is pro- 
posed that it shall be exhibited at the Colum- 
bdDian Exposition.

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There Are Places Where It Won’t Cook 
Ergs in an Oven Vessel. 
From the Youth’s Companion. 


The American, with his English cousin, 
ascertains temperature by the Fahrenheit 
thermometer; the Frenchman by the centi- 
grade, and the German by the Kaumer. In 
these thermometers the boiling points are 
marked 212 deygs., 100 degs., anu 80 degs., re- 
Spectively. Nothing is more variable 
than the temperature at which water boils. 
Indeed there are places where egys cannot 
be boilea in an open vessel, because the 
water, when it bolls in the open air, is not 
bot enough to cvuok them. Such places 
are easily reached by means of a balloon 
or by climbing a high mountain. The 
ebuilition of water is affected by the pressure 
upon its surface, When the atmospheric 
pressure is diminished. as it is in 
ascending from the earth, water boils much 
more easily. In other words, less heat is re- 
quired to make it bo!l. Asa certain amount 
of heat is required to na guate the albumen 
of the egg—to ‘‘cook’’ it—that portion of 
one’s breakfast might have to be prepared in 
some other mManner—say by baking or frying. 
However, if oatmeal or some similar sub- 
stance were mixed with the water, its point 
of ebullition could be raised sufficiently to 
boil the egys in spite of the altitude, | 

Other causes besides altitude may vary 
boiling point of water. Asis shown’ by 
barometer, atmospheric pressure varies ‘ 
siderably with the weather. Hence, n 
the breakfast eggs are not boiled to our hk- 
ing, we should remember that the trouble 
may be withthe weather and not with the 
cook.
